L SCHURZ. 

Not alone in one way, but in sev- 
eral ways, did Carl Schurz impress 
himself upon his day and generation. 
As he lies dead, now, at the age of 
nearly four score years, history is 
compelled not only to take him into 
consideration, but to also consider 
him from various points of view. He 
was a scholar, a soldier, a statesman, 
a journalist and an author, winning in 
each of these several and distinct 
felds of human endeavor fame and a 
mame that will not soon de forgotten. 

When Carl Schurz came out from 
the historic University of Bonn he 
had the world to reckon with, and, as 
events have shown, the world had to 
reckon with him. He was a fighter 
from the hour of his birth—an in- 
dividualist of the most intense con- 
victiong and force of character. 
Wherever there was a struggle to be 
waged this young Prussian was at- 
tracted to the scene as surely as the 
iron is attrdeted to the magnet. All 
through his life he was in the thick of 
things. He was forever on the go 
both physically and mentally—a rest- 
less, pushing, tireless person who 
never knew what it was to keep stin 
until day before yesterday, when the 
great Silent Guest came in unbidden 
and unwelcomed through the door, and 
laid his hands upon lips and eyes in 
the hush of death. 

In some and perhaps many of the 
phases of his character, Schurz was 
regarded by critics as having been 
erratic, especially in his political ca- 
reer. But whether or not his politica) 
actions during the past quarter of a 
century must be regarded as mistakes 
will depend more upon what history 
shall say of him at another time than 
this. At any rate, it is scarcely prob- 
able that even his most severe critics 
will say that he was ever dishonest in 
his actions. No one at all responsible 
and entitled to a very large measure 
of respect has been found to accuse 
Mr. Schurz of a venal purpose when he 
deserted the Republican party and 


ily for loans to finance the rebuilding 
of San Francisco. Insurance losses to 
the amount of more than $100,000,000 
will be paid by insurance companies 
doing business in the State of New 
York alone, as shown in a statement 
just issued by the State Insurance 
Department.

erate rate of interest. Los Angeles 
has not yet reached a position which 
obliges her to pay exorbitant rates of 
interest on her bonds, and it is to be 
hoped that her credit never will be 
thus depreciated. It is clear that we 
should “go slow” in increasing our 
bonded indebtedness at this time; and 
particularly should we refuse to in- 
crease it for any purpose which is not 
actually necessary, or which should 
properly be provided for in some other 
way. 

Day after tomorrow the voters of 
Los Angeles will be called upon to 
decide whether the city shall issue 
new bonds to the amount of $1,150,000 | 
in the aggrégate. There are six prop- 
ositions to be voted upon, as follows: 
For bridges across the Los Angeles 
River and the Arroyo de Los Posos, | 
$287,500; for main sewers and laterals 
connecting with the outfall, $287,500; 
for storm drains, $225,000; for eight 
engine-houses and equipments $200,- 
000; for police station improvements 
and new sub-stations, $50,000; for 
children’s playgrounds, $100,000. As 
The Times bas heretofore pointed out, 
four of. these propositions ought, for 
good and sufficient reasons, to be 


voted down. 
Children’s are well

Some sections of the city are without 
adequate fire protection, our streets 
are in dad condition, many miles ot 
new sewers are needed, and other 
substantial improvements should be 
made.

DON’T BREAK THE CAMEL’S BACK, 
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VILD A STOCKADE. 

Instead of voting thousands of 
dollars in bonds to pay for enlarging 
the Police it would be a pious 
plan to build open air stockade in 
which to keep tramps and prisoners 
at work. The stockade could be put 
up at a small expense by utilizing the 
chain gang and other “guests” of the 
city; and after the enclosure had been 
erected some industry could be con- 
ducted therein, to the great advantage 
of both the municipality and its 

The pressure on the city jail 
might be relieved by such an arrange- 
ment, as bunking quarters might be 
provided, and thus more room could 
be devoted to the needs of our 
cramped police department. It would 
be possible to make this stockade self- 
supporting or better. Climatic condi- 
tions favor the trial of this experiment 
in Los Angeles and we see no reasons 
why it is not entirely practicable. 


E STATE'S CRISIS. 

The matter of calling the State 
Legislature together in special session 
is still in abeyance. It is doubtless 
for the best that Gov. Pardee has 
taken time to consider all the phases 
of this question. action in 
convening the Legislature would have 
been unwise, as it was unnecessary, 
since the Legislature, if it had been 
called together immediately after 
the northern catastrophe, would have 
been much in the dark as to what gc- 
tion was required, and some legisia- 
tion might have been enacted which 
would afterward be much regretted, 

A persona] letter received from a 
well-known citizen and lawyer of the 
State deals with this subject lucidly, 
as follows: 

“Your favor of the 4th inst. is re- 
ceived. I do not think, when we 
understand each other, that there has 
been any particular disagreement in 
our views as to the propriety of ac- 
tion by the State with relation to the 
San Francisco disaster. I think your 
suggestion for a competent commis- 
sion or committee (which in the ab- 
sence of a meeting of the Legislature 
would be necessarily unofficial) is a 
one. What I have thought is 
that such a body or commission ought 
to have been appointed, and ought by 
this time to have been able to prac- 
tically complete its work—not, of 
course, such an examination and re- 
port as would be definite and final, but 
one that would be sufficiently complete 
and accurate for the purposes of a 
basis for the proposed constitutional 
amendments and legislation. 

“Tt has already been decided, I un- 
derstand, that except for the appro- 
priation of relief funds and other ap- 
propriations for government purposes, 
Congress will take no action upon 
the situation. | have never counseled, 
and do not now counsel, hasty or un- 
considered action. What | have coun- 
seled, and do counsel, is immediate 
action and thorough consideration. 

“The suggestion of the Governor to 
embody in the call the bills to he 
passed. and which bills, and no others, 
shall be passed. is manifestly legally 
impossible under the Constitution. 
He can prescribe the purposes of the 
call and the subjects upon which the 
Legislature may legislate, but he can- 
not go beyond this, usurp legislative 
functions, and determine what the 
Legislature shall pass, naming them 
among subjects embraced in his call. 

“To show how the matter strikes 8 
competent outside I quote from a 
letter written by one of our Represen- 
tatives in Congress, not to myself. but 
to another friend of his. The letter 
was written on April 30th, and was, 
therefore, written without knowledge 
of the discussions which began about 
that time.

As one result of the great disaster.

A vast amount of taxable prop- 
erty has been destroyed, and the fiscal 
affairs of the State will have to be 
readjusted in some way 80 as to make 
up for the large loss of revenue which 
the State will necessarily suffer for the 
current year. In the commission
